THE Home Office has confirmed it 
paid for heavy-duty metal blockades 
designed to protect Canterbury 
Cathedral from terror attacks. 

The barricades are so substantial that 
archaeologists excavated to ensure the mas¬ 
sive foundations would not disturb sensitive 
remains. The steel barrier at the King’s School 
entrance is several inches thick. 

A Home Office spokesman said: “We do not 
wish to say much about this for obvious rea¬ 
sons. Local authorities and the voluntary sec¬ 
tor make applications and we consider them, 
so we were responding to people who were con¬ 
sidering their own situation. 

“It was indeed the case that the Cathedral 
barriers came as part of a successful applica¬ 
tion to the Home Office.” 

The confirmation follows reports that UK 
police forces have been training to combat 
Mumbai-style terrorist attacks. Armed officers 
have also been issued with upgraded guns and 
ammunition. 

Last week explosives concealed in a printer 
cartridge were found on a freight aircraft in 
the UK, stopping off en route from Yemen to 
the United States. 

The Home Office has not said it considers 
Canterbury Cathedral a specific target for 
attacks, but emphasised the threat of interna¬ 
tional terrorism was rated as 'severe’ across 
Britain. A severe threat level means security

“This [Cathedral barrier] came 
about because of local authorities and 
voluntary groups, so this assessment 
was theirs, in a sense.” 

Neither the Home Office nor 
Cathedral officials were willing to 
disclose whether other anti-terrorism 
measures have been put in place in 
the city.

INNOCENT woman shop¬ 
pers had no idea pervert Carl 
Underdown was following 
them and taking pictures 
under their skirts. 

But Canterbury magistrates handed 
out a four-month jail sentence to the 
23-year-old after he was caught in 
Heme Bay’s Morrisons supermarket. 

Underdown admitted outraging pub¬ 
lic decency and the jail term was sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

For two-months the pervert went 
about his sordid infatuation and pho¬ 
tographed 15 women as they shopped 
in the Morrisons store. 

He was caught by young mum Lori 
Nelder who was in the supermarket 
with her two-year-old daughter. 

Ruth Dalziel, prosecuting, said Miss 
Nelder noticed Underdown next to her 
as she queued at the bread counter. 

“He was on his knees. As she moved 
away, he followed her. She could see he 
was fiddling with the iPhone and 
realised that he was photographing 
her knickers. 

In floods of tears she went to the 
store manager and complained. 
Underdown was arrested a week later 


after he turned up in the store. 

Keith Betts, defending, said 
Underdown has since been sacked 
from the family electrical firm. 

He said: “Companies were refusing to 
do business with them if he 
[Underdown} was going to be on site. 

“He has lost his job and most of his 
friends because they don’t want to be 
associated with him. He accepts this is 
because of his actions in the supermar¬ 
ket.” 

Mr Betts claimed Underdown was in 
the same category as paparazzi pho¬ 
tographers who regularly take pictures 
of celebrities in the same way. 

He said: “It is difficult to explain why 
he did it. He’d seen pictures on 
YouTube and thought they were funny. 

“He didn’t think he was doing anything 
wrong. It wasn’t his intention to upload 
the pictures to the net and he didn’t 
derive sexual gratification from them.” 

It took the bench 90 minutes to 
decide what to do with him. As well as 
the prison sentence, Underdown is 
banned from using electronic or cam¬ 
era equipment in a public place. 

Chairman of the bench Ann Norris 
said: “This is a sexual offence which 
brought great distress to the victim. 
Your behaviour was disgraceful. You 
knew what you were doing was wrong 
but you continued. This bench will not 
tolerate such behaviour.” 

Underdown, of Western Esplanade, 
Heme Bay, was put on the sex offend¬ 
ers’ register for five years.

Predator jailed after 
police find 'rape kit' 


A “DEVIANT predator” who tried to 
attack a woman has been sent to 
prison indefinitely after police found 
a “rape kit” in his car. 

Murray Fairweather, a 32-year-old 
horticultural worker from 
Shaftsbury Road, Canterbury, was 
arrested in September after he 
chased a woman down New House 
Lane wearing a sack over his head. 

The woman managed to hail a 
passing driver who stopped to help 
and called the police. 

Police managed to track 
Fairweather and found what detec¬ 
tives and the judge in his trial have 
described as a “rape kit” in his green 
Peugeot 306. The kit included a 
pocket knife, condoms and anti¬ 
bacterial gel. 

Police have said he was planning 
to tie victims up with bicycle inner 
tube and hide his face with the 
homemade balaclava. 

When searching his computer, 
detectives found indecent images of 
children and also discovered he had 
been researching ways he could 
avoid leaving forensic evidence. His 
internet history also showed 
Fairweather had visited several 
pornographic rape sites. 

Fairweather was sentenced on 
Friday, October 29. He cannot be 


considered 
for parole for 
at least five 
and a half 
years.

“She showed great courage when 
giving her evidence, which was as 
compelling as it was heroic. 

“Her actions, and the help of the 
members of the public who assisted 
her on the day, have jailed a deviant 
predator who would have attacked 
other women.”

Breast cancer 
survivors urge 
early detection

WHEN Ann Ashby found a lump 
in her breast she pushed the prob¬ 
lem to the back of her mind and 
carried on with normal life. 

But five weeks, a biopsy and a mammo¬ 
gram later, the 54-year-old from Whitstable 
was delivered the shattering news she had 
cancer in both breasts. 

Ms Ashby, who works at the University of 
Kent, had surgery to remove both breasts, 
followed by chemotherapy and radiotherapy 

And to mark the end of Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month she has shared her own 
personal story in an attempt to get more 
women to recognise the early symptoms. 

Ms Ashby said: “I felt fine, I was still charg¬ 
ing about at work and put my lump down to 
menopausal breast changes.” 

But after seeing her practice nurse she 
found out she had cancer and underwent 
surgery and treatment followed by recon¬ 
structive surgery. 

Ms Ashby now attends the Breast Friends 
support group to meet others who have had 
the same experiences. 

Nationally, almost 46,000 women are diag¬ 
nosed with the disease every year, with one 
in nine developing breast cancer at some 
point in their lives. 

Breast screening saves 1,400 people in 
England and Wales annually, but the NHS is 
urging more women to come forward. 


Another cancer survivor who chose to open 
up about her personal battle was Sylvia 
Mitchell, from Graveney, near Faversham. 

The 57-year-old said she never thought she 
would be affected by breast cancer and 
assumed a discolouration on her right breast 
was a symptom of her sweat gland infection. 

“It never crossed my mind I’d get breast 
cancer so I didn’t bother going to screening.” 

But a few months later she felt a lump in 
her breast and was diagnosed with the illness. 

Mrs Mitchell underwent chemotherapy for 
five months and had her right breast and 16 
lymph nodes removed. 

The former IT network engineer admitted 
losing her hair was upsetting. 

“That’s the worst bit. I used to have hair 
down to my waist so when it fell out I felt like 
the ugliest person,” she said. 

John Rodriguez, NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent’s assistant director of public health, 
urged women aged between 50 and 70 to go 
for a mammogram every three years. 

The age is currently being extended to 
cover 47-73-year-olds. 

He said: “I would urge all women to take up 
their invitation for screening and to check 
their breasts regularly for changes. 
Screening and being breast aware really can 
save your life.” 

East Kent Hospitals Charity has launched 
an appeal to raise £1.2 million for three high- 
tech digital machines, costing £370,000 each, 
to diagnose breast cancer faster at the 
William Harvey Hospital in Ashford, Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother Hospital in 
Margate, and Kent and Canterbury Hospital. 


Ivor creator refutes lost film claims 


THE co-creator of the Ivor the Engine TV 
series (pictured) has rubbished claims 
that 26 original films have suddenly been 
discovered at his home near Canterbury. 

Peter Firmin, who along with the late 
Oliver Postgate founded the Smallfilms 
company in the 1960s, told this paper 
that reports the clips had been lost for 
years were “rubbish”. 

The national press revealed this week 
how Mr Postgate’s son Daniel spotted the 
film reels while searching through Mr 
Firmin’s former pig shed with film 
researchers from Kaleidoscope. 

“I knew they were there,” said Mr 


Firmin, who 
helped create 
legendary chil¬ 
dren’s charac¬ 
ters Bagpuss, 

Basil Brush and 
The Clangers. 

“They’ve been there since the 1960s. 

“I wouldn’t call these lost,” he said “They 
were horrible and very crude. We were 
learning about animation at this stage. 

“I suppose it’s a nice story saying they 
have been uncovered for the first time in 
40 years, but the truth is we just never 
needed to see them.” 
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Older carers' reform fears 

A GRANDFATHER from Canterbury spoke 
at a major rally calling for more recognition 
of the work he and others do as carers. 

Jim Newell was among more than 200 who 
arrived at Westminster on Thursday calling 
for more respect from the Government, 
describing carers as the ‘forgotten army’. 

The rally, organised by the charity 
Grandparents Plus, decried the recent wel¬ 
fare reform and associated child benefit cuts 
they say will undermine their ability to care 
for young relatives. 

Mr Newell said: “My wife and I are the sole 
carers for our three grandchildren and when 
they initially came to live with us four years 
ago, I continued to work full-time. 

“I had to give up my job; it was far too 
stressful working and taking care of the chil¬ 
dren, who were all under three at the time. 

“I believe more needs to be done to recog¬ 
nise the important role grandparents play in 
caring for children. We get little financial 


support and already live on a shoestring. 

“It’s frightening to think what the implica¬ 
tions of the spending cuts and welfare 
reforms might be.” 

Grandparents Plus says there are 200,000 
family and friends carers, raising about 
300,000 children in the UK, who would cost 
an estimated £12 billion each year if they 
were in the care system. 

The majority of these households have 
under £300 a week to live on, plus seven per 
cent get no benefits at all. 

Chief executive Sam Smethers said: “Here 
are grandparents doing the right thing and 
all too often they take a financial hit and 
their health suffers as a result.” 

Latest Stone appeal denied 

HAMMER killer Michael Stone has been 
refused a new appeal over his conviction for 
the 1996 murders of Lin and Megan Russell. 

The Criminal Cases Review Commission 
ruled on Tuesday that it had identified “noth¬ 
ing which justifies referring the case for a 
new appeal”. 

Stone is serving three life sentences and 
has been told he must spend at least 25 years 
behind bars over the attacks in Chillenden, 
near Canterbury. 

He has always protested his innocence but 
has failed on several occasions to have his 
conviction overturned.

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Media boss Ireks 
ancient Peru to 
aid kids' charities

NEWSPAPER boss Paul Stannard 
took time out from making board- 
room decisions to see what life is 
like in one of the most remote and 
historic places on earth. 

As part of a drive to raise funds for Dave 
Lee’s Happy Holidays and children’s hospice 
Demelza House, he trekked through the rain¬ 
forest of Peru, along mountain trails, across 
wide rivers and lakes before ending up in the 
fabled lost city of the Incas - Machu Picchu.

“Children’s charities in Kent are something 
KOS has been involved with for six years and 
I felt it was time I did something myself,” said 
Mr Stannard, part of a group of 14 trekkers. 

The trip followed the ancient trail of the 
Incas and at one point the group found them¬ 
selves on a rickety structure erected 200ft up, 
looking down on the canopy of the rainforest. 

The group were shown an insect which can 


stun a tarantula before laying its eggs in the 
deadly spider, and at night listened in tents to 
the sounds of the jungle creatures. 

One of the main dangers of trekking in the 
Peruvian rainforest at altitude is fierce thun¬ 
derstorms. 

“The weather can change so quickly,” said 
Mr Stannard, who described his journey as 
“very emotional” and the final descent into the 
ruins of the former Native American civiliza¬ 
tion as “overwhelming”. 

“When you climb the Sun Gate and look 
down on the city everybody gets emotional.” 

Mr Stannard said his trek gave him some 
new perspectives. 

“It made me think about the people I was 
doing it for, about my family and life in gener¬ 
al,” he said. 

“The local people are a hardy lot, maybe they 
haven’t as much as others in some ways but 
they are always cheerful. 

“The first couple of days were fine but later 
on I started thinking What on earth am I 
doing?’. But now I’m back I think it was a 
fantastic experience.”

Why did you originally joined Caldecott?

A I joined in 2004 after spending 25 years 
with local authorities, latterly at 
Buckinghamshire county council, where I was 
head of social care for children and families, 
before that with Lincolnshire county council, 
and as an inspector with the NSPCC. 

Coming to Caldecott meant that I could be 
directly involved with helping young people 
who have suffered extremes of cruelty, neglect 
or abuse to rebuild their lives, and influence 
the quality of the care they receive with a 
highly-skilled staff of 200. 


Q 


What does the foundation do? 


A We provide an assessment centre, residen¬ 
tial homes for up to 50 children aged 5 to 
16, an on-site school teaching to GCSE-level, a 
therapy centre and a fostering service. 

Q How has caring for vulnerable children changed in 
recent years? 

A The basic principles remain the same - to 
ensure our children feel safe, supported 
and listened to, with clear boundaries and 
expectations. We encourage them to achieve in 
all aspects of their lives, whether in relating to 
others, in the classroom or taking part in hob¬ 
bies and games. Our objective is to help them 
become rounded adults, able to form success¬ 
ful relationships and enjoy a happy family life. 


8 Many children in care have serious behavioural and 
emotional problems - do you think the man in the street 
erstands the reasons why? 

A lt’s incredibly difficult for anyone to under¬ 
stand the trauma these young people have 
suffered and, yes, sometimes it results in out¬ 
bursts of temper and destructive behaviour. 
Others will withdraw into themselves, and it’s 
hardly surprising when they have endured 
experiences which nobody should have to suf¬ 
fer, including being taken away from all that 
they have known in the past. 

Some children test carers to the limit, simply 
to find out if they will suffer further rejection 
and disruption to their fragile lives. But they 
have the same hopes and dreams, the same 
need for warmth and security, as other chil¬ 
dren. I believe we have a responsibility to care 
for all our children. 

Q What happens to young people when they leave 
Caldecott? 

A Happily, many go on to lead fulfilling and 
productive lives and careers. Former 
Caldecott children have included a county 
police chief constable, barristers, solicitors, and 
a grammar school headmaster. It’s particular¬ 
ly rewarding to see traumatised children set¬ 
tle down at Caldecott, begin to gain respect for 
themselves and others, and learn academic 
and practical skills. Some, of course, have been 
so damaged that they later go on to more spe¬ 
cialised adult care to tackle ongoing needs. 


Q Do you think government cutbacks will have an impact 
on young people's care? 

A I’m certain of it. Most of our children are 
referred to us by local authority Social 
Services departments, and they do their best 
under severe financial pressure. Many chil¬ 
dren now come to us later than they would 
normally have, after multiple care and foster 
home placement breakdowns and with even 
more complex and challenging needs. 

Q The Foundation celebrates its 100th anniversary in 2011 
- how do you see its future? 

A Continuing to do what we do well, adapt¬ 
ing to the needs of vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple, and providing new services. For our cente¬ 
nary year, we are hoping to raise £750,000 for 
facilities such as a vocational training unit to 
help our older children learn skills such as car 
mechanics and hair and beauty. We are 
launching a major profile-raising programme, 
including a thanksgiving service at 
Canterbury Cathedral in May, a summer gar¬ 
den party, and a charity art auction.

GPs are preparing 

for their new roles 


Following news that NHS primary care 
trusts will be abolished and groups of GPs 
will instead control local healthcare, Dr 
Robert Stewart gives his views on the 
continuing changes. 

PRIMARY Care Trusts have never 
stirred the hearts of the public in 
quite the way hospitals do. 

And they have never been able to enjoy the 
face-to-face relationship that a doctor can have 
with his patients. 

To many they are the faceless bureaucrats 
sitting in an office, obsessed with targets and 
tick-box exercises. To most people though, they 
may mean very little at all and few will shed 
tears over their abolition, scheduled for 2013. 

However when a recent article in a health 
journal asked What did PCTs ever do for us’ 
the answer turned out to be a surprise. 

To help GPs get to grips with all they are 
being asked to take over from PCTs under the 
proposals, we have been compiling lists of all 
we do - and it runs to more than 200 functions. 

In future GPs will have responsibility for 
finding out what healthcare services communi¬

ties need and purchasing these services on 
their behalf. But that is just the beginning of 
the story - behind the scenes there are a myri¬ 
ad of functions essential to the management of 
the system, from contract monitoring to con¬ 
sulting patients, that GPs in their new groups 
- or consortia - will also have to take on. 

GPs are keen to explore all these ‘hidden’ 
roles, to ensure they are well-prepared and 


properly resourced to move into a shadow 
phase as early as possible, for some it could be 
from April 2011. 

Every time a GP refers a patient for treat¬ 
ment, or writes a prescription, they are in effect 
‘commissioning’ so this is not a new concept to 
them, but the scale of the new system is bigger 
and more comprehensive than anything previ¬ 
ously experienced. 

There has been much talk about the fact that 
GPs are not number crunchers or management 
gurus, but the truth is they know only too well 
that they cannot personally do it all. They are 
very able people, and probably have a broader 
focus than some would expect, but nonetheless 
they recognise they will need support. 

Meanwhile we are wasting no time in reduc¬ 
ing our management costs, and reviewing our 
plans for the coming year. We will make sure 
when we hand over to GPs the finances are in 
good shape, and that by closely working togeth¬ 
er there is a smooth transition. 

You can be sure that form will follow function 
- more than 200 in fact - so the future system 
really is designed around the needs of patients, 
not around a brick building or a logo.

GCSE grades better 
than first thought 

GCSE results in Kent were above the 
national average and better than origi¬ 
nally thought, according to new figures. 

Provisional data released by the 
Department of Education shows 78.6 per 
cent of students in the county got five 
GCSEs between grades A* to C. 

This is up 5.6 per cent on last year’s 
results and 1.1 per cent higher than rough 
figures released in August. It is also 3.8 per 
cent higher than the national average. 

And 56.4 per cent of students got five 
grades A* to C where two of those grades 
included English and Maths. This is up 
4.4 per cent on last year and 0.5 per cent 
higher than figures originally released. 
And Kent was 3.3 per cent above the UK 
average on this measure.

Gary Wright considers the changing face of the poppy appeal and how we remember the fallen 



REMEMBRANCE Sunday is next 
weekend and the poppies are out in force 
but this year there’s a cool new poppy: 
one with a sticky back. 

Genius. After 65 years modem tech has at last got 
rid of that bloody pin to hold the poppy in our lapels. 

Get one today. Do it now (the sticky one costs the 
same as the pin on one) and they set off all manner of 
autumn clothing really well... oh yes, and it 
demonstrates you remember and you care. 

Actually hands up everyone who thought I was 
going talk about the purple poppy. What you’ve not 
heard of the purple poppy? You wear with pride to 
remember all the animals that lost their lives and 
suffered in human conflict. 

Did you also know that in this country, which does 
war memorials pretty well, there is a memorial to all 
the animals that died in conflicts around the world on 
the Park Lane side of Hyde Park? 

Now, I don’t want to say those animals should have 
died in vain, but line them up alongside the chickens 
and pigs that ‘suffer’ to get the food on my table each 
day and I reckon the memorial (£2 million in 2004) 
may be a bit over the top. 

On Sunday I will make an effort to remember all 
those who gave their lives for my country. 

I’m approaching 50, well it’s quite a way off actually, 
and I believe I am the last generation for whom our 


parents, grandparents and relatives used the Second 
World War as a reference point. They simply called it 
“The War” (“The Great War” was 1914-18, of course). 

We kids knew about it, yet it was the olden days to 
me (I was bom 17 years after the end of The War, an 
eternity when you are a child) 

In these inclusive times we are encouraged to 
remember all our servicemen in other conflicts like 
Korea and the Falklands. But while I admire the 
work of our servicemen even now in Afghanistan, 
that’s not what “Poppy Day” is about. 

This was about Armistice Day, the War to End All 
Wars and it was easy for a still reeling British public 
to include the Second World War. 

Today a charity like Help for Heroes does brilliant 
work, so the need for the money that goes to the 
British Legion from poppy sales must diminish. 

So, the poppy’s day is probably numbered as a fund¬ 
raiser - but it performs a secondary, important role. 

Too many people moan that our country lacks an 
identity, that it is being diluted by multi-culturalism, 
that we don’t have a clear idea of the meaning of 
being British. Surely the poppy symbolises it still? 

And so the poppy brings us together as a nation 
every November to celebrate that we have stood up to 
tyranny when others have capitulated or rolled over. 

In that cause millions have given their lives to 
enable us to live as we do today, and we should never 
forget them. And that must be a reason to celebrate. 

Do buy a poppy, today (the sticky one is really good).

those growth plans now

POSITIVE economic statistics on 
the back of the austere yet palatable 
agenda set by the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review 
(CSR) have given confidence to Kent 
business leaders. 

Figures up to the end of September show two 
consecutive quarters of UK growth above what 
had been forecast, meaning that even if the UK 
economy now marks time to the end of 2010, it 
will still outpace forecasts. 

And High Street sales - a barometer of 
consumer confidence - have been higher for 
October than a year ago. But while this draws 
some of the sting of the CSR cuts, county busi¬ 
nesses now want to hear how the Government 
will stimulate further growth. 

Regional Institute of Directors’ (IoD) chair¬ 
man Chris Dodson said “clear and concise prac¬ 
tical proposals” were needed “to make it easier 
for firms to employ people, not make it harder”. 

The IoD’s regional director Rodger Broad 
also called on the Government to recognise the 
economic power and influence of the South East 
including Kent. 

He said: “It is imperative the countiy plays to

its strengths and, economically, that is the South 
East. While we are not calling on the Government 
to stop supporting businesses in the other 
regions, the South East is better placed to benefit 
quicker from the upturn. Positive discrimination 
in favour of other regions will hold back recovery.” 

Highlighting that only London and the South 
East are net contributors to the Government’s 
tax coffers, Mr Broad added: “Government 


spending cuts are only half of the solution, the 
other half is how to help businesses grow and 
create jobs which in turn will increase the tax 
take and reduce welfare expenditure.” 

And growth also headed Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce’s post-CSR agenda; 
director Paul Price said the review had under¬ 
lined the UK was a safe investment, but “we 
now wait to see a strategy for growth”. However, 
he was disappointed to see cuts in training. 

“If the private sector is to create the jobs to 
drive this recovery it is essential that govern¬ 
ment can deliver the basic skills employers need. 

“We are also disappointed the budget for 
export promotion has taken such a substantial 
hit when politicians say they want a rebalanced 
UK economy. British companies will be left in a 
weaker position compared to competitors from 
other trading nations,” he addded. 

On the other hand, the IoD remains uncon¬ 
cerned by fears in some quarters that making 
deep cuts to bring down the debt faster risked 
pitching the country into a a double-dip reces¬ 
sion as confidence ebbed away. 

Its own number-crunching turned up evidence 
from the 90s downturn that a tighter fiscal poli¬ 
cy could go hand in hand with economic recovery. 

Meanwhile, Peter Skinner - Labour’s MEP 
for the South East - said he recognised the need 
for cuts, but called the CSR “a huge gamble with 
growth and jobs in Kent”.

Airport's upgrading in 
operating status opens 
up 'new opportunities' 


LYDD Airport development plans 
are closer to take-off after an 
upgrade to the site’s operating 
status, writes Steve Loader. 

The airport is currently awaiting 
news of a public inquiry into a 
runway extension and new passen¬ 
ger facilities, but the new Categoiy 
Six rating is expected to boost its 
case - airports are rated globally on 
a scale of 1-10, with 17 of the 
world’s biggest being rated 10. 

The enhanced level of the 
Romney Marsh facility allows it to 
handle a larger class of commer¬ 
cial aircraft, such as the 
Bombardier Dash 8 Q400 and 
other regional airliners carrying 
up to 100 passengers. 

It can also accommodate larger 
and faster transatlantic-capable 
corporate jets such as the 
Gulfstream G550. 

Lydd Airport spokesman Jo 
Oliver said: “Having met strict cri¬ 
teria set down by the Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA), we now 
have the capability to deal with a 


much wider range and size of air¬ 
craft. This is fantastic news and 
will enable us to attract more 
business. 

“In fact, it’s already opening up 
new opportunities for the airport.” 

The airport satisfied rigorous 
CAA requirements to achieve its 
new category, culminating in its 
annual emergency exercise and 
including ‘Exercise Dash’ to 
test airport operations units’ abili¬ 
ty to work alongside external 
emergency services during a 
major incident. 

Lydd’s senior airport fire officer, 
Paul Fisher, said: “The ‘emergency’ 
scenario involved a Bombardier 
DHC-8-400 aircraft carrying 74 
passengers and four crew, which 
suffered a catastrophic engine 
failure just before take-off.

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The Chilean landscape leaves 
you feeling on top of the world

WHILE images of Chilean 
miners returning from 
deep in the earth have been 
beamed around the world, 
today Fm as far from those 
pictures as it’s possible to 
get. 

Standing at the summit of Toco 
volcano, 5,625 metres above sea 
level, I feel as if I’ve just climbed the 
highest mountain in the world. 

Despite the elation, my head is 
pounding and my lungs scream for 
oxygen. 

On high-altitude-hiking in Chile, 
the oxygen-depleted atmosphere 
makes you feel you have the worst 
hangover ever, combined with a 
touch of flu. 

So why go through such an ordeal? 
All around me is the answer: breath¬ 
taking views of the Bolivian 
Altiplano, Argentina and the 
Atacama saltflats. 

Toco, one of the highest peaks of 
northern Chile, is also one of the 
most accessible. You don’t need to be 
related to Sir Edmund Hillary to 
conquer it, just reasonably fit and 
prepared for a bit of discomfort. 

However, I have a confession to 
make. The hike up Toco was eased 
by the fact we were driven to 5,000 
metres before we began hiking. 

After a slow descent, and celebra¬ 
tory beer and sandwiches in the van, 
we returned to base camp - the 
sumptuous Tierra Atacama hotel. 

On the edge of San Pedro de 
Atacama, a picturesque village in the 
high plains of northern Chile, the 
hotel calls itself “an adventure spa”. 

Here guests can combine the 
active enjoyment of the desert - 
without sacrificing pampering time. 

Built to blend with its surround¬ 
ings, the hotel is made of local mate¬

rials and each room has stunning 
views. Every morning I opened my 
curtains to see two volcanoes. 

Every room is en suite and comes 
with a luxurious four-poster bed, 
sunbathing terrace and even an out¬ 
door shower. 

After you’ve chilled out, it’s time to 
sit and enjoy Chile’s national drink, 
a pisco sour, beside an open fire and 
plan the next day’s activities, or 
indulge yourself in a spa treatment. 

The hike up the volcano is one of 
many options from the hotel. Other 
adventures include biking through 
Devil’s Canyon, visiting dramatic 
geysers and 900-year-old cacti, 
horse-riding, hiking through Death 
Valley and birdwatching. 

After my Toco adventure I opted 
for a hike through Death Valley to 
see flamingos feeding at sunset. 

Death Valley was named by a 
Belgian explorer after the planet 
Mars. But instead of calling it Valle 
de Martes, he incorrectly pronounced 


it Valle de la Muerte - meaning 
death - and the name stuck. 

The name is fairly appropriate, 
however. Little life is visible as you 
walk through a moon-like valley 
with spectacular twisted rock forma¬ 
tions and sand dunes. 

The flamingo trip to the Salar de 
Atacama was also memorable. 

Leaving the hotel by van at 
3.30pm, we went south, via the vil¬ 
lage of Toconao, famous for its fruit 
trees and historic bell tower, before 
heading to the saltflats. 

Here flamingos feed on the tiny 
pink shrimps that give them their 
colour. As the sun sets, the region is 
bathed in a fantastic purple light as 
birds gather in large numbers. 

The soft gurgle of running water 
intermingles with bird cries. 

Every so often a group of flamin¬ 
gos rises into the air to seek another 
place in which to feed, against the 
dramatic backdrop of surrounding 
volcanoes and the setting sun.

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AS the song Killer by Seal says, 'It’s 
loneliness that’s the killer’. 

If I were to know what one single reason is 
responsible for very small businesses giving 
up, I’d guess it was being on your own! It can 
be really demotivating, demoralising, and ulti¬ 
mately, the death of your business. 

‘A problem shared is a problem halved’, is 
what my dad used to say. And there is a psy¬ 
chological and scientific basis for this belief. 

Human beings are herding animals. We like 
and need to be in families, groups, teams and 
communities. 

Launching and running your own small 
business is often so far away from this natural, 
desired state that it causes major problems 
around things like self-esteem, confidence and 
the ability to keep-on, keeping-on. 

Never having worked for another living soul, 
I have frequently been in the undesirable 
place that is: ‘on your own, mate!’ So how do we 
deal with this? What can you do that will 
ensure your survival - emotionally that is? 

In the early days of any new business, it’s 
extremely unlikely that you will afford ‘other 
people’, and this will mean that going to work 
is a solitary experience: one that for many is a 
new feeling, and a new way of operating. 

Eventually, if one is successful and can afford 
to start employing other people, the loneliness 
can disappear, but is often replaced by that 
other OMG of business, ‘I’m not just responsi¬ 
ble for managing myself, but now I have to 
manage someone else as well!’ Paradoxically 
though, this can also lead to an even greater 
feeling of loneliness. 

Recently, a client of mine wanted help 
because although he has a team of staff that 


Beat the self-employed blues 


carry out the practical work his business provides, 
he is often overwhelmed with a feeling of ‘them’ 
and ‘me’. Merely the responsibility can make him 
feel he’s on his own. His staff is depending on him 
for eveiything. So what’s the solution? 

Well, I thought I’d give you a couple of ideas, but 
first, let’s look at the reason we don’t like to be on 
our own - at least not all the time. One of our fun¬ 
damental needs is connection with other people. 

We’re not talking about deep relationships, just 
those that make us feel better about ourselves. In 
business, we don’t need to be everyone’s best friend 
but we do need to have colleagues with whom we 
can share and discuss ideas and experiences or just 
people we can learn from or look up to. 

The important thing in all of this is ‘conversa¬ 
tion’. I use the word conversation because it has 
to be two-way. 

So, as a caveat to this approach, decide that in 
seeking out any new relationship, your intention 
will be to give and share your ideas, your time 
and yourself. If you look selfishly, then chances 
are you’ll lose more than you gain. 

Vital Friends 

In Tom Rath’s book, Vital Friends, he reminds 
us that in business historically ‘people develop¬ 
ment’ has been in two areas: personal, or develop¬ 
ing the individual; and developing the team or 
group or department. Vital Friends gives clear 
evidence of why developing one-to-one relation¬ 
ships - and viewing them as such - is so valuable, 
not just in terms of the ‘feel-good’ and job satisfac¬ 
tion factor, but in terms of bottom line profitabili¬ 
ty and low staff turnover. So, here are three of 
twelve) types of people that you could benefit 
from a relationship with if you suffer from The 
Loneliness of the Entrepreneur. 

1. People who are already successful in 
your sector. Yes, this can mean competitors. Seek 


out a relationship with someone you admire who is 
already successful. This can seem scary at first, hut 
what I’ve found over the years is that people love to 
he asked for advice. It’s flattering and if you can 
find a mentor who will share their ‘time’ with you, 
either on the phone or face to face, then you will 
never he lost for ideas or motivation. I have two 
mentors at the moment, both of whom I can freely 
email or phone whenever I want - fantastic! 

2. Connectors. If you go networking, you’ll 
know that there are those people who know every¬ 
one. Those are the people who we call connectors 
and you know what? They’ll connect you with other 
people if you ask and so build your anti-loneliness 
network. If you don’t currently go networking, then 
START TODAY. There is no other more profitable 
way of building the relationships that can and will 
(if done professionally) transform your fortunes. 

3. People who sing your praises. These may 
be clients who love what you do - or your mum! 
They’ll shout your name from the rooftops and 
talk about how brilliant it is to do business with 
you. I know that I have often ignored these fans’ 
as a great source of connection. Now that I regu¬ 
larly phone them and ask how they’re doing and 
what do they think I could do next with my busi¬ 
ness idea, I get so many ‘problems’ sorted for me. I 
no longer have to do all the work myself. 

This is just three of a list of twelve types of peo¬ 
ple to connect with. And if confidence is your issue 
because you don’t feel comfortable about making 
these kinds of friendships, then give me a call.

I’m afraid your rhetoric about ‘forensic, 
relentless focus on growth’, and your planned 
£81bn of relentless cuts, are distractions from 
our main challenge today: our broken finan¬ 
cial system. 

Well-targeted cuts in public spending are 
necessary but UK PLC will only prosper if we 
re-invent banking to serve customers and the 
wider economy ahead of bankers and their 
shareholders. 

Nouriel Roubini, who predicted the credit 
crash, has explained what all can see, the ‘ele¬ 
phant in the room’: Banks are deemed too big 
to fail and “it’s back to business as usual, lots 
of leverage, lots of risky investments and 
return to high profits based on subsidies by 
the government, bonuses, salaries - you name 
it. So we’re planting the seeds of the next 
financial asset bubble.” 

And the cost to Britain? Well, apart from

And the financial markets 
expect a further £50bn from ‘Quantitative 
Easing 5 early next year. This money will not 
aid the real economy, simply bankers will use 
it for proprietary speculation. 

No wonder you need to show our interna¬ 
tional creditors that we are cutting public 
spending so hard. If, compared with your 
£81bn savings, £50bn-£60bn gets squandered 
on QE every year, our creditors are rightly 
sceptical. It is time for constructive action, not 
rhetoric to hide the lack of an effective strate¬ 
gy to re-finance the economy. 

Business needs this re-financing. 
September’s Trends Report by the Bank of 
England shows net lending to businesses 
falling for the past two years. Some large 
companies may be coping, but the British 
Chambers of Commerce Quarterly Economic 
Survey for Q3 2010 reports a marked slow¬ 
down in the pace of growth. 

If private enterprise is to lead us through 
this recession, firms need adequate tools 
including access to sensible credit. Only then 
can they flourish to create jobs and economic 
growth.

In this open letter he asks the Prime 
Minister to re-evaluate the business finance 
sector following the Spending Review 



The Federation of Small Businesses’ half- 
yearly survey for Kent shows that owner- 
managers tend to hang onto their staff, even 
when sales and confidence are down; whilst as 
sales pick up, confidence and hiring recover 
very slowly. So fostering small businesses 
maintains jobs. Moreover, this doesn’t stoke 
inflation: most businesses forego some profit¬ 
taking to build future growth. 

So, Britain must establish alternative insti¬ 
tutions to the banks. We must make it attrac¬ 
tive to invest in productive, real-economy UK 
businesses for those with spare cash. High- 
eamers will be looking to replace the pensions 
tax allowance to be slashed from April. Please 
consider extending tax relief to convertible 
loans, not just equity participation. 
Entrepreneurs don’t need co-founders, but co¬ 
funders. 

Enlist institutions with sufficient ‘reach’, as 
well as stable cash-flow. Include mutuals such 
as Building Societies and businesses whose 
principal activity is not finance (eg supermar¬ 
kets) that lend at realistic interest rates. 
Consider devoting one or more of our state-spon¬ 
sored banks to traditional banking services. 

This strategy lets big banks focus on their 


global investment business, generating tax 
for the Exchequer whilst paying themselves 
what they please. No need to demerge their 
investment and retail arms to undo “Big 
Bang”. We’d regain an effective supply side in 
commercial banking, without excluding big 
banks from competing or diminishing their 
scope to service the cash-rich. 

We all want stable growth to support 
healthy public finances. This requires a 
healthy stock of businesses able to invest in 
their productive capacity. But they can’t do it 
on the unrealistic credit terms set by big 
banks whose overriding cash worries and 
short-termist ambitions continue to hi-jack 
government policy. 

Please act to re-establish a diverse banking 
sector, where institutions unencumbered by 
the dodgy mortgage “albatross” can compete 
and prosper. 

All of us - not just the big banks - need 
access to realistic credit at affordable rates.

that year, to set up the first permanent English 
settlement there - in Jamestown. But the recent 
story began only last year, in March 2009. 

At that time the pub came on the market, as 
a part of Punch Tavern’s divesting of its assets, 
and the pub had become totally dilapidated in 
fabric and was closed. 

But local businessman and entrepreneur, 
Richard Bishop, was so appalled by the uncer¬ 
tain future of the village pub that on April 23 - 
St George’s Day - he incorporated a registered 
private company (Farriers Arms Kent Ltd) and 
put in an offer of purchase. When the offer was 
accepted, Richard gathered together a host of 
villagers and friends to invest, such that by 
June 12 the pub had been fully purchased. 

The amount of work to renovate and extend 
the premises, including the voluntary efforts of 
the shareholders, cannot be overplayed. The 
effort by families has been phenomenal. 
Roofing repairs were necessary, rotting floor¬ 
boards were replaced and everything has 
received several coats of paint. 

Local joiner and cabinet-maker Lenny has

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Grim tale of deadly bodysnatchers 
deserves to be dead and buried

THE murderous exploits of two 
Irish immigrants, who terrorised 
the streets of 1820s Edinburgh, 
provide the inspiration for John 
Landis’s ghoulish black comedy. 

Opening with a succinct disclaimer - “This is 
a true story... except for the parts that are not” 
- Burke & Hare wraps the grisly facts in a 
shroud of slapstick, sickly romance and 
anachronistic sight gags. 

When the titular body snatchers unearth 
their very first coffin, loyal skye terrier 
Greyfriars Bobby sits watching them atop his 
owner’s grave, more than 30 years before the 
real John Gray shuffled off his mortal coil in 
1858. 

Dr Lister, who was barely out of his mother’s 
womb when the real murders began, is a fig¬ 
ure of fun because of his halitosis, while 
Charles Darwin, who was at least in the 
Scottish capital at the time, warrants an aside. 

Screenwriters Piers Ashworth and Nick 
Moorcroft struggle to strike the right tone. 

The mix of black comedy and tragedy isn’t so 
much bad taste as completely tasteless. 

Irish scallywags William Burke (Simon 
Pegg) and William Hare (Andy Serkis) return 
home to learn that one of their elderly lodgers 
has passed away. 

A conversation with grave robber Fergus 
(David Schofield) reveals that medical profes¬ 
sor Dr Knox (Tom Wilkinson) will pay three 
pounds for a fresh cadaver to use in his 
anatomical demonstrations. 

“I thought that life here was supposed to be 
cheap,” asks Hare. 

“It is, but the price rockets when you’re 
dead,” smirks Fergus. 

Demand far outstrips supply and soon 
Burke and Hare are helping the ageing and 
the infirm to meet their maker a tad earlier 
than expected. 

While Hare keeps his wife Lucky (Jessica 
Hynes) sweet with a cut of the profits, Burke 


invests his share in an all-female production of 
Hamlet, fronted by aspiring actress Ginny 
(Isla Fisher), and the increasingly prolific Dr 
Knox crosses scalpels with traditionalist rival 
Dr Monro (Tim Curry). 

Unfortunately Burke & Hare is as stiff and 
lifeless as the unfortunate souls that the 
eponymous duo deliver to the surgical slab. 

Pegg and Serkis share lukewarm screen 
chemistry and the script doesn’t provide them 
with any decent one-liners. 

Curry camps it up as best he can to offset the 
gloomy, grey production design, but a running 
gag about his foot obsession is lame. 


The screen is littered with pointless cameos, 
including Christopher Lee as an ill-fated 
lodger, Paul Whitehouse as a drunkard and 
Stephen Merchant as one of the King’s foot¬ 
men. 

So much talent going to waste. 

At the end of the film, cameras venture 
inside Edinburgh Anatomy Museum and 
linger on the skeleton of the real life William 
Burke, which is well preserved more than 180 
years after the murderer swung from the gal¬ 
lows. 

Landis’s film will be dead, buried and forgot¬ 
ten in a couple of months, if it’s lucky.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Rise in property prices 
damage chance of sale 

ASKING prices for UK property rose by 
three per cent during October, research 
shows. 

The average home for sale has seen an 
increase in price of just over £7,000, 
according to property website Rightmove. 

For the past three months the housing 
market suffered falling prices and the 
number of homes on the market is 
remaining close to an all-time high. 

The research indicates that sellers are 
refusing to adjust to these new market 
conditions. 

Rightmove explained that what it 
called “bullish pricing” is typical of the 
autumn property market and vendors 
often struggle to react to both new stock 
and market changes. 

The property portal also indicated that 
many sellers are likely to be disappoint¬ 
ed as evidence shows that high prices can 
damage chances of selling the property. 

Miles Shipside, director of Rightmove, 
said: “It is a sign that many sellers are 
not experiencing high levels of financial 
stress, but can’t afford to accept a lower 
price if they are to make their sums 
stack up for the next move.” 

Drop in number of high 
end homes on market 

THE value of the UK’s most expensive 
properties has fallen by 1.5 per cent 
over the past year, figures from 
Primelocation.com have revealed, despite a 
slight decrease in the availability of stock. 

Top value homes in Kent did not fare 
as badly as those in other parts of the 
UK, according to market analysts. 

London saw the biggest monthly falls 
in value for the highest-end stock, drop¬ 
ping by 2.4 per cent between August and 
September 2010, while prime properties 
in Wales fell by 5.8 per cent over the year. 

Primelocation.com believes the two 
main reasons for falling values are fewer 
wealthy individuals looking to buy 
property from abroad, as well as higher 
taxes prompting more of the UK’s rich to 
emigrate. 

■ SALES of properties worth £1 million 
and over have risen by 118 per cent in 
the past year, according to new figures 
from Halifax. 

Although sales over £1 m represent a tiny 
proportion of the UK property market as a 
whole, shares of all sales have risen from 
0.5 per cent in the first six months of 2009, 
to 0.9 per cent in the same period of 2010. 

A spokesman said: “The increase reflects 
the weakness in sterling and the relatively 
strong housing market in the south east.”

150,000 new homes as part 
of reforms to social housing 

THE Government has cut the 
social housing budget by more 
than 50 per cent, from £8.4 billion 
over the previous three-year period 
to £4.4 billion. 

However, it says that it will invest £4.5bn in 
150,000 new affordable homes over the spend¬ 
ing review period. 

It will also carry out a major reform of social 
housing in this country, said Chancellor 
George Osborne while outlining changes made 
in the 2010 Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Included in this reform will be a shift 
in responsibility to local councils and a 
scheme which allows social landlords to charge 
tenants a weekly rent between social and 
market rates. 

In addition, more than £2bn has been 
allocated to the Decent Homes programme,

which improves housing for vulnerable people. 

Other changes include a new cap on Local 
Housing Allowance to single claimants under 
35 who are living in the private rented sector. 

They will now be restricted to the rate for a 
single room in a shared house rather than in a 
one-bedroom property. 

Eric Pickles, communities and local govern¬ 
ment secretary, said: “We have that seen that 
the old system of house building simply did 
not work. 

“We are making the money available and 
delivering the reform to build and upgrade 
thousands of affordable homes for people on 
lower incomes over the next four years.” 

These cuts are likely to attract controversy 
due to plans to subsidise budget cuts by forcing 
those on housing benefit to pay a higher rent.

City hope Heme Bay move 
is step in right direction 


A NEW era begins for Canterbury 
City this weekend as their first- 
team make their debut at Winch’s 
Field. 

The game against Snodland marks a signifi¬ 
cant watershed for the club, who have played 
all their fixtures in recreation grounds at 
Bridge and Hersden since reforming in 2007. 
With a purpose-built home in the city still some 
way off, a move to an existing ground was the 
only option. 

A three-year groundshare with Heme Bay 
was agreed in the summer, but was dependent 
on previous tenants Norton Sports moving 
back to their home in Sittingboume. 

Tim Clark, City’s chairman, believes playing 
at Heme Bay will be a big step forward for 
Canterbury. 

He said: “I think it would be fair to say it’s an 
historic moment in the club’s progression. In 
four seasons not only has the club reached the 
position where a groundshare is viable, but 
there’s also a belief in the club that it’s the log-

ical step to take. 

‘While our ultimate goal is to have our own 
home ground, Winch’s Field offers us a base to 
play in a non-recreation ground setting. It’s 
befitting of a cathedral city club, but also will 
hopefully be an inspiration to our players and 
in attracting new ones.” 

A vigorous promotional campaign in 
Canterbury and Herne Bay has been positive, 
with the club hoping the prospect of watching 
football at a Kent League ground will improve 
attendances. Gates at Hersden hovered around 
65 and Clark is hoping to increase the average 
into three figures. 

The self contained ground also provides an 
opportunity for the club to charge an entrance 
fee, at £2.50 for adults, for the first time. 

On the pitch City will be hoping for three 


points after drawing 1-1 with high-flying 
Bridon Ropes on Saturday. 

In the end a draw was probably a fair result, 
but City will look at the four times they struck 
the cross bar and probably claim the victory 
should have been theirs. 

Former City player Simon Moore was back 
after a spell at Heme Bay, while goalkeeper 
Jack Smelt made his debut. 

The game took time to warm up and took 
until midway through the first-half for either 
side to create a good chance. It fell to Renford 
Tenyue, who blasted a shot from 25 yards 
which was superbly finger-tipped onto the bar 
and out by Bridon stopper Michael Manchester. 

Jake Gess also headed against the woodwork 
before the break. 

City took the lead from the penalty spot just 
after the hour mark when Buster Smissen was 
pulled back. Ben Smith stepped up to emphati¬ 
cally beat Manchester. 

City had chances to finish the game off and 
their profligacy was punished when Bridon 
snatched an equaliser four minutes from time.

FRESH blood is in the pipeline for 
Whitstable Town after a fourth 
defeat in five league games saw 
them slip into the Ryman South’s 
relegation zone.
